Perhaps it was Mrs. Quincy's picture that 
the photographer photographed, but as he has marked Mrs. Morton instead 
of Mrs. Quincy I am a little confused and therefore have written him to 
take another negative of Mrs. Quincy, ■unless he is sure that he sent me 
the portrait of Miss Morton. The engraving was taken by St. Memin the 
year that Miss Morton married Josiah Quincy. Can you tell me which pic¬ 
ture was photographed, Mrs. Morton or Mrs. Quincy ?
